complained of public utterances by 
highly placed divines s t church con­

Settlement is a good barometer 
of a region’s agricultural possibili­ 
ties. 
By far the heaviest settle­ 
ment in Canada at present is com­ 
ing to the fertile lands along the 
transcontinental lines of the Can­ 
adian National Railways. Some of 
the l*est lands in western Canada 
are in this belt.

be had. The location of the build­ 
ing will also make It better for such 
meetings, it was shown.

Chamber of Commerce to assist In 
the city’s progress that this work 
is being done, Mr. W alker said. This 
is considered one of the best steps 
they have taken recently and work 
will b** started Monday in rem od­ 
eling the building. Those who are 
interested in holding meetings there 
will be given inform ation by calling 
Mr. W alker.
